two battleships- a year would do more than 
replace the obsolete \essels and keep the 
United States m third position among the 
naval power*. 
It would not even give us 


second rank, ahead of Germany, but it 
would suftice to maintain the degree of sea 
power necessary to inv-ure adequate pro- 
tection. 
It i< to be hoped that President 


Wilson will be AS successful in controlling 
the course of Congress in this matter as he 
w as with the tariff bill, and as he seems cer- 
tain to be with the currency bill. 


CHICAGO'S GARB ACE PROBLEM 


IMAGINE a city of two and a quarter 


million people in which no garbage has 
been collected for eight days! That is the 
predicament of Chicago, where kitchen 
refuse is accumulating at the rate of 700 
torrs daily. Some people are burying it and 
some are burning it in their furnaces, but 
untold thousands have no alternative but 
to keep it in tbeir houses until the city gov- 
ernment finds a way to resume its cot- 
lection. 


Here is a tmc ca^e of administrative 


inefficiency. 
The city got into a quarrel 


with the garbage contractors and permitted 
it? contrtct to expire without makuig any 
provision whatever for a continuance of the 
work. 
Such a contingency might cause 


only slight inconvenience in a small town, 
but in a great city where conditions of do- 
mestic life make the people wholly depend- 
ent on the local government it is intoler- 
able. Obviously there is a weak Spot some- 
where in Chicago's administration.
